ANATOLE FRANCE ON THE 
TEACHERS TASE.. 


BANISHING LOVE OF WAR 


. 


The Congress of the Trade Unions 
of French Elementary School Tea- 
chers, held at Tours, opened with an 
address by M. Anatole France on the 
reorganisation of élementary educa-! 
tion. : : 

M. France began by recalling 
that he had: stood with Jaures by 
the side of the teachers in 1906 
'when they were ‘beginning the 
‘struggle for the rightto form trade 
unions. Now that ‘they had won 
‘that right it was for them ta use 
the instrument that they had,acquired, 
and he advised them in regard to the 
reorganisation of elementary educa: 
tion to count only on themselves. He 
made his own a declaration of M. | 
Gray—one of the leading members |: 
of the union.. “The war has suffici- 
ently demonstrated that the. popular 
education of tomorrow must. be}, 
altogether different from thar of 

former days.” 

_, It was, M. France said, with ming- 
ted feelings of anxiety and hore that 
'he addressed them; for the future 
was in their hands, and in. great 
| measure it would be made by their 
| intelligences. and their pains. ‘ 


' CREATING A NEW HUMANITY, 


What a task’ was theirs ar this} 
' moment, when the old social systems 
were crumbling under the weight of | 
errors, and victors and vanquished, | 
Pexchanging looks of. hatred, were} 
;fal"ng into a’ common: abyss -of | 
| misery. In the social and moral! 
| disorder produced by the war and 
perpetuated by the peace which had 
followed it,, they had everything to 
make and. toremark, They mustcreate 
anew humanity, awaken new intelli- 
gence, if they did not wish Europe! 
to fall into imbecility and barbarism. 
} People would say, M. France went 
on, that so much effort was useless, 
!for man never changed. But’ man 
| dic chenge. He had. changed since 
ithe cive epoch, sometimes for the 
better, sometimes for the worse. 
| Mar. changed with his environment, 
and perhaps education transformed 
him even more than climate and 
fnourishment. They must not allow 
to continue for a moment the educa 
Ltion which bad made possible, had 
promoted, —for it was much the same 
among all the peoples called civilised, 
| —the appalling catastrophe in which 
| they were still half-engulfed. 
BANISHING. LOVE OF WAR. 


Jn the first place they must banish 
from the school everything that 
could make children like war and its
